DANGEROUS GOODS AMENDMENT. 

In regurd to the “Bill to amend the 
Datigerous Good Ordinance, 187, it Is 
explained that tha odly powers of search 
contained in the Dangerous Good’ Oridi- 
nances, 187, are those under sections 11 
and 1% ‘Section Li requires the authority 
af the Governoy, and section 12 requires 
a wartant from a magistrate. A magis- 
prate’s warrant involves delay and the 
expodditure of ain ‘appreciable amount of 
the time of variaus officers, The Danger- 
aus Goods Inspector may in his tour of 
a district sce a dozen placcs that he 
would like to search, Tt has been thought 
better, therefore, to follow the precedent 
af the Opium Ordiounee, 1923, and to 
give the Captain Superintendent of Police 
power to authorise particular selected 
police officers to have powers of scarce! 
for the purpose of detecting the breaches 
of the Dangerous Goods’ Ordinance. - 

STAMP DUTY. 

Regarding the Bill to ‘amend further’ 
the Stamp Ordinance, 1921; it is explain- 
ed that, broadly spexking, the prescat 
Jaw, enacted in 1921, is that instruments 
executed og behalf of. the Government 
are exempt from stamp duty. The former 
Taw, which dates back to 1866, was, that 
all instruments whereby any contract was 
‘made with the Government were exempt 
from stamp duty, whether the instrumeat
